1. Claims 2, 3, 9 and 13-16 are canceled. 

2. Claims 1, 4-8, 10-12, 17 and 18 are allowed. 

3. This is examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

Regarding claims 1, 4-8, 10-12, 17 and 18, the prior art, either singularly or in 
combination, does not teach or suggest a method for controlling ON/OFF switching of an LED 
light source in a scanner, the scanner using a white light LED as the LED light source, 
comprising the steps of: 

switching the white light LED on and off at least once during a predetermined reading 
cycle time interval while a complete sequence of optical signals of the reading cycle of the 
scanner is received by the scanner, wherein the scanner controls the frequency of reading optical 
signals and the ON/OFF of the white light LED through a time pulse.
